A letter to property owners, 
sent out this week from Mayor 
Jos. Vale, and chairman of the 
board of assessors, A. R. How- 
lelt, states, '*!t has been the. de- 
sire of your council and the aim 
of the assessors to do awny with 
the inequalities in -assessment 
that have prevailed and irrespec- 
tive of whether, you* assessment 
has been incrodse^ or decreased, 
you may rest assured that every- 
thing possible has bfen done to 
ensure that all gropertytils 'as- 
sessed on the \sarhe i bask". 

The council had ''•;•«&• Oft a 
board of assessors earlier *\tfe 
carry out the new assessment of 
the towrt^ They were B. W. 
Hunter, G. Frank Doyle, Harold 
F. Eaton, Ross A, Howlett and 
Joseph Waterhouse. Their re- 
port to council this week stated 
that the present population fig- 
ure is 4,521. 

The board of assessors recom- 
mended to town council that a 
strong building by-law be passed 
to be rigidly enforced by a 
building inspector. They recom- 
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issued, a set of plans and speci- 
fications covering constructions 
and alterations be filed at the 
town engineer's office. A per- 
mit fee would pay for an inspec- 
tor and it would discourage a 
lot of the haphazard additions 
that are being put on various 
buildings in the municipality, 
they say. The assessors cited a 
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Newmarket — Every year, the 
Lions club prepares and distri- 
butes Christmas baskets to those 
who are in unfortunate circum- 
stances.

North York had rejected Mr. 
King in 11)17 when ho campaign- 
ed against me/inures nf thc 
Union Government In n manner 
remlnlHcent of IiIh famous grand- 
father, William Lyon Miickenalo* 
■The LUtlo Hehel." who hud 
campaigned In North York' on 
tho Homo iHMUo, reprejtentuUvo 
government. Tho War Time 
Election A <• t, dlscnfrnnchlalng 
many Canadians of alien birth, 
had bean paHHed, and in IiIh 
campaign, Mr. King made a ma- 
jor JiiHiiu of it iih undemocratic 
and uncnnKtltutlonnl. 

In 1010, tho Liberal convention 



was hold nnd choso Mr, King as 
the party's HUccosHor to Sir Wil- 
fred Laurler. Ho was acclaimed 
in a byo-cloctlon In Prince 
county, P.K.Ii« and entered tho 
House of Commons Into in 1010. 
When Parliament was dissolv- 
ed In tho fall of 1021, Mr. King 
was niialn invited lo represent 
Prlnco, but Instead, ho cIioho 
North York, tho riding whoro ho 
hnd mot defeat In 1017 and gen- 
erally considered strongly Con- 
servative Tho choice was 
nlmllnr to Hint made on his flrat 
entry into polities when ho ran 
In' tho riding of North Waterloo, 
which wok regarded as a Con- 
pervntlvu trtrohghold. 

Mr. King intido a fighting cam- 
paign against Its prevlouti repre- 
sentative, Mr. Armstrong, wh» 
had defeated him in 1017, and 
won by n HUbstontlal majority. 

Much has been Written of Mr. 
King's leadership of tho parly 
from thnt tlmo'on, of IiIh defeat 
in North York In 1 1125, hid HUb- 



sequent triumphs, hla wartime 
lendorahip, his social legislation, 
hla liberalism. Hero, wo are 
concerned with Mr. King as ho 
appeared a condldato in this 
riding In 1021, his first election 
campaign oh leader of tho Liber- 
al party. 

From those who remembor 
tho campaign, a composite pic- 
ture Is auggcatcd of tin earnest, 
sincere man, angrily donouncln« 
thoHo who would restrict the 
rights of frco men as had boon 
dnno by tho Union Government 
with Its War Times Elections 
Act.

Life Of A Weekly fedttbr ? ; 

"I have yet to nieeta success* 
ful editor of a Canadian jveekly 
newspaper who would trade -jobs 
with anyone- else in the coiintry, 
even the millionaire iiiciustrM- 
ist. Indeed the files in my office 
hold many letters from city ty- 
coons wishing to retire to a small 
ov;*n to become the publisher and 

editor of a small town paper. 
From these facts il£ will. . be 

gathered that being a. country 
editor holds something far richer 
than accumulating mere dollars, 
for few rural editors-can retire, 
with more : than a . small retire- 
ment income. What then is the

The Top Six Inches 

Should Ihe farmer pay income taxes? . 

There have been two wars nnd they have to .bo paid for, 
Tho farmer must do his share. But before he can pay income 
tax, he must know his costs. A large part of farm costs is 
labor, labor of tho former and members of his fumily* How to 
figure that? 

Tho other major difficulty is the number of occurences 
over which the farmer has no control. We start our hay in 
good weather nnd wo get some of it nice and clcun— sweel, 
good feed. Then comes ruin and our hay lurns black. It 
must be turned to dry and we lose the leaves and the leaves 
aro the protein; More work turning and pitching. 

Some of our grain feeds good and some docs not. Wo 
start to feed and we do not get the same gain oh milk or beef 
from our poor feed. How are wo to find pur costs? 

One litter of pigs goes to market at five months, and 
another takes seven months to feed off* Turnips this year are 
mostly water and nro not good feed, but .the same amount of 
work is needed as if they were goad, 

We certainly must put in our labor costs. A friend of 
mine said ho made $1? each pig on a litter. Tasked him what 
he charged for labor* Nothing, he says. Depreciation? 
Nothing, he says. How about the pig that died? "I forgot 
about that," ho says. How many Intel's fed at that profit? 
One. The rest made $12 each. Hero we have the. cost without 
labor, without overhead. 

That's like going juto a garage to have iriy car fixed and 
being charged for the parts only, no labor, no overhead. Or 
going to a clothing factory and asking that they don't charge 
labor or overhead on my overalls. I would be told to go 
home and have some of the 3,01)0 schoolteachers who studied 
psychology make a check up on inc. 

We farmers never think about the real cost. All labor 
and overhead are added to tho goods wo have to buy, In the 
Voice of tho People two people have written on the farm 
family, saying they should be paid for the work they do, or 
fttleust the farmer should put his family labor In as an expense. . 

;".- .ilierelaretWo account books* one set up by the department 
of agrictdthre and the other by tho Income Tax Division.

imitate us. It's the primary law 

of learning. The finest and 
most valuable thing a mother 
can do for her child Is to give 
him a home environment whe^c 
religious training is given much 
thought and careful considera- 
tion. A child who has been 
taught at home to reverence 
God easily learns that greatest 
of all lessons, self-discipline and 
the objective of all teaching, 
self - improvement. A home 
where the ;will of Gbd is stressed 
is a training centre that can't be 
surpassed. When a child comes 
home with a tall, tale, listen' to 
him, but don't fly into action be- 
fore you know the whole story. 
Remember many children tell 
elaborate stories at this age. 
Any teacher is glad to explain 
the incident if you will take 
the trouble to discuss the situa- 
tion with them, and not be con- 
tent to take the road of least 
resistance and believe exactly 
what the child tells you. If 
your child does embroider 

events, don't react as though he 
were lying. Show him that you 
know this is just a "pretend" 
story and that you are enjoying 
it with him.
